POSSIBLE FOR SUBSTANTIVE TALKS WITH BULGARIAN COUNTER- 
PARTS. WOULD APPRECIATE EMBASSY RENEWING ITS EFFORTS 
WITH OFFICIALS THERE TO ELIMINATE THE LUNCH. 

3. LADIES SCHEDULE COULD BEGIN AT 1400 HOURS IF LUNCH 
ELIMINATED. 

4. VISIT OF REMAINING MEMBERS OF PARTY TO MT. VITOSHA 
MORNING OF APRIL 15 WHILE SECRETARY AND PARTY VISITING 
ZHIVKOV IS ACCEPTABLE PROVIDED THE GROUP CAN BE BACK AT 
THE AIRPORT NO LATER THAN 12:00 NOON, ONE-HALF HOUR BEFORE 
SCHEDULED DEPARTURE, SO THAT PARTY CAN BE ON BOARD AIRCRAFT 
WHEN SECRETARY RETURNS. A SOMEWHAT CLOSER ALTERNATIVE 
MIGHT BE LAKE PANCHEREVO. RUSH 
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
